Announcement of the 
acceptance 


of the offer was made by A. B. Gar- 
retson, head of the conductors broth- 
erhood atter it had been delivered by 
G. W. W. Harner, a member of the 
board, following an appeal 
to that 


body to intervene made today by the 
national conlerence of railroad m'-r.- 
agers. 


Mr. Garretson said he had inform- 


ed the board that the offer was aw- 
cepted on the condition that its good 
offices are promptly exercised. 


The federal board was prepared to 


begin conferences with the respective 
bides to the controversy before nigh', 
it was understood. 


The national conference of 
rai1- 


roau managers today again rejected 
the demands of the four 
railroad 


brotherhoods for an eight-hour day 
and time and a half for overtime and 
proposed submission of their differ- 
ences with the men to the 
United 


States board of mediation and con- 
ciliation.

London, Aug. 9.—German airships 


raided the east coast of Eng'and and 
the southeast coast of Scotland early 
today, according to an official state- 
ment issued by the war office. Three 
women and a child were killed and 
14 persons injured. 


The text of the statement follows: 
"A hostile 
airship crossed 
the 


east coast of England at an early 
hour this morning. 
Another airship 


is 
reported to have 
visited 
the 


southeast coast 
of 
Scotland. 
The 


raiders did not penetrate far inland 
out dropped a number o| bombs in 
various localities near the coast. 


"At several places 
the 
airships 


were engaged by anti-aircraft guns 
and driven off from their objectives. 
Reports received up to the 
present 


show that hree 
women 
and 
one 


child were killed and 14 persons in- 
jured. 
No damage of military im- 


portance is reported." 


From seven to ten Zeppelins took 


part in the raid, according to an offi- 
cial statement this afternoon. About 
160 bombs were dropped and 23 cas- 
ualties were caused, says this state- 
ment, supplementing the earlier an- 
nouncement.

Washington, Aug. 9.^—Formal an- 


nouncement was made today by Act- 
ing Secretary Polk of the acceptance 
of General Carranza's proposal for a 
joint international committee to seek 
a solution of border disputes and to 
discuss other matters which may 
help clarify relations between the 
United States and Mexico. Only the 
time and place for the conference re- 
main to be decided. 


Secretary Lane of the interior de- 


partment 
will head the American 


commission, supported by Associate 
Justice Louis D. Brandeis of the su- 
preme court and a third commission- 
er whose name will be announced 
later. 


The Mexican commissioners were 


named some days ago, Luis Cabrera, 
minister of finance in the Carranza 
government heading the delegation. 
This made necessary the appoint- 
ment of a member of President Wil- 
son's cabinet in the American mem- 
bership. 


Today's announcement followed a 


brief conference between Mr. Polk 
and Eliseo Arredondo, Carranza's 
ambassador designate.

CURE HO« CHOLERA WITH OATS 


Whenever a hog dies with a mys- 


terious disease folks call it cholera. 
About five years ago, says G. W. 
Ward in Farm and Home, my hogs 
began to die 
and 
it 
was called 


cholera, but really was pneumonia. 
I had seven shotes 
that 
weighed 


about 140 pounds each. They began 
lo get sick and in two 
days 
four 


died. I cut the carcasses open and 
found the bowels badly packed. The 
rontents were hard. Th« lungs and 
heart were affected 
and the liver 
"cooked to a Jelly." The hogs had 
staggered as they walked and seemed 
to stiffen. 


1 was feeding alfalfa, cut with a 


scythe, and other green feed, but 
they got sick just the same. To save 
three out of seven I boiled oats and 
gave them the water to drink for 
five daya and no other 
feed 
but 


cooked oats. I didn't allow the oats 
to become sour before being fed. I 
fed the grain cold, but gave the first 
water off the oats 
warm, 
say for 


three doses and not over a pint to 
the hog, so as to be sure they drank 
it all. Three times in 10 hours is 
often enough. Just pour it in 
the 


trough; don't try to drench. 


RIGHT SIZE OP SIU>. 


The size of the silo to be built 


must be governed by the nuber of 
animals to be fed. Perry Van Ew- 
iiig, who writes in Farm and Home 
on this subject, says it is probably 
not economical to build a silo If-ss 
than 10 nor more than 20 feet in di- 
ameter. If larger than 20 feet, it Is 
hard to throw out the silage from 
the back side. 
If a greater 
silage 


is needed wto silos 
will 
probably 


give batter satisfaction. 
High, nar- 


row silos are more economical and 
satisfactory than law, wide ones. 


The limit in height is about 
46 


feet, because of the difficulty 
and 


power needed to elevate the silage to 
a greater height, and the difficulty 
of bnllding and climbing Into the top 
of higher ones. There are solid ce- 
ment silos In existence that are as 
high at 90 feet tbat are giving good 
utiif action.
